Foreign Minister  Alichiro

MOSCOW (AP)—The_ Rus- 
sians Thursday night came out 
with a demand that the Japa-

The Russians said their own

tons in 1959. In their opinion, 
the statement said, the decrease 
was due to catches principally 
of humpback salmon in all of 
the areas around Kamchatka 
which, they insisted, determin- 
ed the size of the catch. 


The catch of red salmon last 
year, they said, was lower than 
at any time in the period from 
1941 to 1957. This, they insist- 
ed was due to the open sea

Sweden Captures 
Women’s 15-Kilo 
Relay Skiing Race 


SQUAW VALLEY (AP)— 
Sweden captured its third Olym- 
pic gold medal Friday with a 
victory in the women’s 15-kilo- 
meter cross-country relay ski 
race after a spill cost the favor- 
ed Russians the triumph. 

The Russians immediately 
lodged a formal protest. 

Sonja Ruthstrom finished well 
ahead of Russia’s Liubov Bara- 
nova who took second in the 
five-team field. 

Sweden's three-racer team 
won in 1 hour 4 minutes 21.4 
seconds. for the 9.3-mile race. 
The Ru&sian team, which suffer- 
ed a fall on the first lap, was 
timed in 1:05:03. 

Finland took third in 1:06:28 
with Poland fourth with 1:07:25 
and Germany fifth at 1:09:26. 

Race officials. said Radia 
Eroshina, the first Russian skier 
fell about two kilometers out on 
the McKinney Creek course. 
They reported Finland’s starter, 
Sliri Rantanen, following close 
behind, ran her skis over the 
Russian girl's skis. 

Miss Eroshina had ‘to pick up 
another ski to continue in the 
race while Sweden's Irma Jo- 
hansson pulled. ahead to a big 
lead. At the end of the first 
5-kilometer lap, Sweden posted 
a time of 21 minutes 31 seconds 
while Russia was back at 22 
minutes and 57 seconds.

U.S. Plans 
Stations in 


Australia 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States and Australia ag- 
reed Friday that the U.S. will 
set up tracking stations at Perth 
and Woomera to help. track the 
manned satellite which Amer- 
ican scientists hope to put in 
orbit late next year. 


The agreement also provides 
for establishing a tracking sta- 
tion at Woomera for deep space 
probes. 


The US. plans to establish 
about 20 stations over the world 
to receive radio signals from 
the proposed man-carrying satel- 
lite and thereby help keep close 
check on its travels around the 
earth. The objective of scient- 
ists is to shoot the satellite to 
a height of about 100 miles and 
have it make several passes 
around the earth before coming 
down, 


The agreement was signed in 
Canberra Friday. 

A U.S. State Department an- 
nouncement reported it pro 
vides for continuous operation 
of tracking stations already es- 
tablished by the two countries 
in past years as well as for the 
expansion of the program by 
ethe projected new facilities. 


Cameroon Okays 
New Constitution 


PARIS (AP)—Cameroon vot- 
ers have approved a Constitu- 
tion for the newly independent 
African nation which invests 
the President with wide pow- 
ers. 

Complete unofficial returns 
received in Paris indicated 797, 
498 votes in favor of the Con- 
stitution and 531,075 against it. 

Meanwhile, the Government 
in a surprise move Thursday 
lifted the four-and-a-half years 
old ban of the Union of the 
Cameroon People (UPC) Party. 


ACCRA (UPI)—The govern- 
ments of the West African 
states of Ghana, Guinea and 
Liberia Thursday formally re- 
cognized the independence and 
sovereignty of the Cameroons, 
the former French West Afri- 
can U.N. trusteeship territory 
which achieved independence 
last January.

“It is quite clear that such tn 
approach to determining sal- 
mon supplies will hardly create 
conditions for increasing the 
fish supplies in the convention 
area and in stabilizing the fish- 
ing industry on both sieds.” 

The Japanese sharply ques- 
tioned Russian claims that sal- 
mon and other fish in the 
Northwest Pacific were serious- 
ly reduced this year. 

The Japanese pressed ques- 
tions throughout the three and 
one half hour session and will 
continue questioning Friday 
Russian reports that their sur- 
vey showed further restrictions 
should be imposed on salmon 
fishing.

Anemias in Pets 
By DR. ALAN ZAHN, VMD 


In concluding our discussion 
on anemia in animals, I think 
it would be informative to 
briefly run through the types 
of anemias as to cause and 
names. .Remember that in all 
cases a laboratory examination

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Second Russian Note 
There is nothing new in the second Russian note of 
protest on the revised Japan-U.S. Security Treaty and it 
seems clear that the Soviet Government is en@eavoring 


to exert all possible pressure on the current Diet delibera- 


tions on its ratification. 


But such action is likely to have the opposite effect 


to that expected in Moscow. 


Japan is an independent 


country and not a satellite of the Red bloc. She cannot 
therefore permit Russian interference in her national affairs. 


The new note protests, as did the previous note, that 
the security pact is an aggressive one and refuses to 
accept the Japanese explanation that it is a purely defensive 
measure. Although no doubt the Soviet Government hopes 
eventually to press Japan -into the Communist camp, or 
at least into the “neutralist” circle of nations that Mr. 


Khrushchev is now busily attempting to prepare, 


its 


immediate aim, as a preliminary measure, seems to be 
to put this country as much as possible in a position of 


inferiority to Soviet Russia and Red China. 


It seems 


likely that Moscow regrets its promise to return the 
Habomai and Shikotan islands to Japan and is glad to 
make the revision of the Security Treaty with the United 
States an excuse for not doing so. 


It is a matter for deep regret that Japan’s resistance to 
Soviet pressures is made more difficult by the existence 
within her gates of those who have already succumbed 
to the infiltration of doctrines and practices which can be 
barely distinguished, if at all, from those of communism. 


The Socialist Party on Thursday urged the Government 
to reconsider the new treaty, which it charged was causing 


friction with Soviet Russia and Communist China. 


We 


may well ask why these politicians who have assumed 
the title of “Socialist” shoukd be so anxious to conciliate 
the Communist powers instead of giving proper considera- 
tion to what is best for their own country? 

We hope, and confidently expect, that the Japanese 
Government will’continue steadfastly to refuse to let this 
country submit to any kind of pressure from the Com- 


munist powers. 


We are convinced that should Japan 


weaken in this matter it would be laying up serious 


consequences for the future. 


The leftist elements ih this country pretend to be 
alarmed at the reactions of Moscow and Peiping, but there 
would be real cause for alarm if Japan were to bow her 


head to their designs. 


The further disgraceful demonstrations in Tokyo on 
Thursday constitute an ugly symptom of the underlying 
conviction that violence and revolutionary methods are 
a justifiable way of securing political power. The extreme 
leftists here are obviously no different from their fellow- 
travelers elsewhere, and the future of Japan, if the country 
were to fall into their hands, would be too sad to con- 


template. 


We would appeal to those persons—whether 


they consider themselves “intellectuals” or not—who from 
theoretical motives encourage the mob to think twice 
before they continue to do so. 

We feel that it is of the utmost importance that Japan 
should preserve a considered and common-sense judgment 
-in international affairs at this juncture when there are 
unquestionable signs that Moscow is assuming a more 


aggressive attitude. 
Mr. Khrushchev’s tirades 


against the Western powers 


during his tour in Indonesia are designed apparently to 
excite opinion in the Afro-Asian nations in favor of com- 
munism as opposed to the principles of democratic gov- 


ernment and private enterprise. 


In fact, we can only 


eonclude from the Soviet Premier’s latest utterances that 


his once vaunted belief in 


undergone considerable modification. 
working his theses of “imperialism” and 


“peaceful coexistence” has 
He is, of course, 
“colonialism” 


for all they are worth wherever he thinks the people are 
sufficiently gullible to swallow his conclusions. 


But what is the immediate object? 


To try to rouse 


worldwide opinion against the nations whose heads he 
is scheduled to meet in the approaching summit conference? 
If so, it does not look as if there is any sincerity in that 
other claim of Mr. Khrushchev’s—that he is seeking world 


peace.

is clear? She should 


develop her friendship with the United States and other 
democratic nations to the fullest extent possible, she should 


seek to help the United Nations t 


become a real inter- 


national bulwark for peace and cooperation, she should 
refuse to be inveigled into any support for Communist 
intrigues, and she should try to improve the welfare of 
all her people on national lines in accordance with the 


best Japanese traditions.

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The Right to Organize 


Ratification of ILO Convention Poses Challenge to Labor Unions 


Nobody disputes the right of 
workers to organize, bargain 
and act collectively. That right, 
guaranteed by the Constitution, 
forms the basis of the labor 
movement in this country. Sut 
it is somtimes hard to unify 
views when the practical con- 
sequences of the right to or- 
ganize raise a controversy. 

The case in point is the con- 
templated revision of Japanese 
labor laws governing the status 
of employes of the Govern- 
ment, local governments and 

ublic corporations like the 

ational Railway Corporation 
and the Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Corporation, 

In this connection, there is 
an internatioral accord to pro- 
tect the right to organize: The 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion convention 87 concerning 
freedom of association and pro- 
tection of the right to organize. 
Prime Minister Kishi told the 
Upper House Budget Com- 
mittee on Feb. 18 that the 
Government would take steps 
to ratify ILO convention 87 and 
the ratification bill would be 
submitted to the Diet early in 
April, 

Right to Elect 


Among other things, ILO con- 
vention 87 provides’ that 
workers’ organization’ shall 
have the right to elect its rep- 
resentatives in full freedom.

It goes on to say: “The public 
authorities shall refrain from 
any interference which would 
restrict this right or impede the 
lawful exercise thereof,” 

But the Public Corporation 
Labor Relations Law (Article 
4, paragraph 3) prohibits out. 
siders, ie. those who are not 
employes of the corporations, 
to join the employes’ unions -r 
to become their officers. Upon 
ratification of convention 87, 
this provision, for instance, 
must be rescinded, 

Since that provision of the 
law is restrictive in nature, the 
unions are only too giad to 
have it rescinded. The Govern- 
ment, after a committee of ex- 
perts last February found it to 
be incompatible with conven- 
tion 87, has decided to revise 
the law. 

Contemplated Revision 

The Government, however, 
wants to be absolutely sure in 
safeguarding labor peace and 
normal operation in national 
railways, the postal system, tele- 
graph and telephone and other 
public services. As part of 
the contemplated’ revision of 
labor laws, the Government is 
expected to propose new pun- 
ishments against strikes by pub- 
lic service employes and also 
a ban on their engagement as 
full-time union officers.

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Toll of the Road 


LONDON—As more and 
more Europeans become car 
owners, the problem of 


preventing car accidents be 
comes more and more urgent. 
A report from a special work- 
ing party of the six-nation Eco 
nomic Commission for Europe 
presents some 
interesting and 
rather unex- 
pected statistics 
for 13 Western 
European coun- 
tries. For in- 
ae stance, it re 
ma Veals that coun- 
tries with . the 
highest ratio of 
motor vehicles 
& to population 
are not those with the worst 
accident figures. Sweden has 
the higest ratio of vehicles to 
population of the 13 and Brit- 
ain has the fourth highest. Yet 
both countries are among the 
five with the lowest ratio of 
Casualties to population and in 
beth countries, despite a rapid 
rise in the number of cars on 
the road, there has been no 
proportionate increase in the 
number of fatal accidents. 

Countries with the fewest ac- 
cidents in relation to vehicles 
on the road were Norway with 
166 per thousand vehicles and 
Sweden with 169. Austria had 
the worst figures with 974 fol- 
lowed by. Belgium, Portugal and 
West Germany. Britain held 
eighth place with 408. Beyond 
the fact that in Sweden there 
are severe penalties for drivers 
who can be proved to have 
been drinking, national varia- 
tions do not point toward any 
particular solution of the prob- 
lem. It seems evident that 
varying climates, road condi- 
tions, geography and perhaps 
national temperaments all play 
their part. 


Keeping the Balance

New Soviet Note 

The Soviet Union’s note de- 
livered to the Japanese Govern- 
ment Wednesday on the revised 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty is al- 
most similar to the Gromyko 
note of Jan. 27 in that it resulted 
from Russia’s explicit misunder- 
standing of the nature of the 
treaty and its content is tanta- 
mount to Interference in Japan's 
domestic affairs. But it should 
be noted that Russia criticized 
Japan for “violation” of the 
Japan-Soviet Union joint declar- 


ation and said Japan’s demand 
for return of the Habomai and 
Shikotan islands is a manifesta- 
tion of “revenge.” It is clear 
that the Soviet Union has con- 
tinued its unlawful occupation 
of the two islands. It is incon- 
ceivable why the Soviet Union 
can make the assertion -—hat 
Japan’s demand is a manifesta- 
tion of revenge.—Mainichi Shim- 
bun 


Diet Authority 

The Government may have 
its own reasons for assuming 
that the Diet has no authority 
to amend the Japan-U.S. de- 
fense treaty, but it must have 
the generosity to hear the 
voices of the people on the mat- 
ter for the sake of democratic 
operation of the national legis- 
lature. The Liberal-Democrats 
may be able to push through 
the treaty on straight party 
lines, but such an attitude, if 
taken, would not satisfy the 
people who maintain that the 
matter, being important for es- 
tablishing the basis of demo- 
cratic diplomacy, should be set- 
tled apart from mere party in- 
terests. Japan is not yet accus- 
tomed fully to-concluding in- 
ternational treaties under demo- 
cratic rules, so it is hoped that 
the Diet will carry out thorough 
deliberations on the treaty for 
the purpose of setting up rules 


Trade Account 
The nation’s trade account 
showed an unfavorable balance 
of $29 million in January. This 
is the result of increased im-

ports and stagnant exports. 
While the Bank of Japan takes 
a cgutious view of prospects for 
the trade account, the Govern- 
ment and trade circles appear 
little concerned over this pheno- 
menon, merely treating the de- 
ficit as being temporary in na- 
ture. Now that Japan is set to 
place its trade activities on a 
freer basis, it is necessary for 
the Government to reconsider 
its overly optimistic attitude. 
Government leaders should re- 
lize that imports are likely to 
drastically increase during the

Yasuzaemon Matsunaga, has ap--

ment’s temporary monopoly sys- 


tem deliberation council reached 


the conclusion that it would be 
desirable to transfer the tobacco 
industry to private management. 
But the temporary council said 
it would be premature to 
abolish the monopoly system im- 
mediately. It will now be im- 
possible for the Government to 
say that the abolition of the 
system is premature. Even 
under -the private industry sys- 
tem, it Will be possible for the 
Government to secure revenues 
from the sales of tobacco. It 
will be furthermore impossible 
to deny that the quality of tobac- 
co will be improved under the 
private industry systefn—San-

Focus on West Europe

past 18 months makes reassur- 
ing reading for the Chancellor. 
It remarks on Britain's success 
in renewing its economic ad- 
vance without endangering 
price stability or the strength 
of sterling. It commends the 
Government for realizing the 
main objectives of its policy 
and it sees no need at present 
for any measures to restrain 
demand. 


It is only a little less reas- 
suring when it jooks ahead to 
the possibility of a shortage of 
labor limiting expansion, which 
may be countered by larger 
numbers of school leavers and 
a continuing increase in effici- 
ency in the us> of labor. This 
cautionary note touches a pro- 
blem which faces all chancellors 
in highly industrialized coun- 


tries. If a new wages-price 
spiral is to be averted, the 
Chancellor will have to hold 


the balance very carefully be- 
tween higher wages and higher 
production, 


Industrial Academies 


A major factor in West Ger. 
many’s remarkable economic re- 
covery since the war has been 
her system of technological edu- 
cation. Today, eight technical 
universities have risen, newly 
built and equipped, from the 
devastation of war. Altogether 
they house 45,000 students, 15 
per cent of them from abroad. 
The largest at Aachen, with 
9,000 students, has a staff of 100 
professors, with an equal num- 
ber of honorary professors from 
industry who lecture in special- 
ized subjects. This close link 
with industry is further pro- 
moted by a large dmount of 
contract research work for 
industry which is done at the 
universities. Industrialists find 
the money but research workers 
have a free hand in carrying 
out projects. 


Round the Capitals 


Bonn reports that a new 
System under which two people 
who do not speak each other's 
language may hold a telephone 
conversation has been success- 
fully tried out over a line be- 
tween Bonn and _é London. 
Neither party heard the other. 


T conversation was channel- 
led‘ through an interpreter who 
gave a simultaneous transia- 


tion of what was said. 

Brussels reports that an in- 
ternational design exhibition is 
now being held of some 300 
outstandin designs, mainly 
from Western European coun- 
tries. The designs cover a wide 
range of articles from paper 
knives to refrigerators, most of 
which have already won prizes 
in their own countries. The 
British products, half of which 
have won awards at home, have 
been chosen by the Coun- 
cil of Industrial Design. The 
exhibition itself is designed by 
a firm of Belgian architects. 

Paris reports an astonishing 
feat by relays of men working 
on a French nuclear reactor. 
During testing of the reactor 
at full power it was found that 
one area showed a higher tem- 
perature than had been allowed 
for. Improvised adjustments had 
to be made which involved 
relays of men carrying out 1,000 
hours work inside the shell of 
the reactor with irradiated 
uranium still in the pile. Under 
strict control. of health physi- 
cists, men crawled into the re- 
actor through pipes which fed 
cooling gas into it. Each did a 
prescribed job in a set time. 
No one received a bigger dose 
of radiation than the maximum 
accepted as permissible, , 

London reports that 11,284 
students from abroad are at 
pregent enrolled for full time 
study at British universities. 
Indians are the most numerous 
followed by Americans, Niger- 
ijlans and Canadians. Notable 
among foreign contingents are 
300 students from Iraq. There 
are 1,420 students from Europe 
including 207 Hungarian fef- 
ugees. Most of the students 
are reading subjects such as 
law and economics which lead 
to an arts degree. A degree in 
medicine is the next most 
popular objective. 


however, are bound to run into 
opposition from the Socialist 
Party backed up by the labor 
federation Sohyo, in which the 
public service employes’ unions 
hold dominance. 

In view of the Government- 
Opposition confrontation on the 
new Security Treaty the Gov- 
ernment may feel it wiser to 
withhéld controversial propos- 
als. But there is no ground to 
believe at present that the Gov- 
ernment party is so compromis- 
ing in attitude as to moderate 
its position even before the is- 
sue is raised formally. 

In June the ILO will hold its 
annual conference in Geneva 
and, by that time, the Japa- 
nese Government wants to fin- 
ish the ratification and the ad- 
justment of domestic § laws. 
Thus, it seems inevitable that 
another storm will brew in and 
outside the Diet over the issue 
of labor law revision. 

Why No Outsiders? 

But why does the Public Cor- 
poration Labor Relations Law 
prohibit outsiders to join the 
employes’ unions? The law was 
enacted in 1948 under Allied oc- 
cupation, while the postwar 
labor movement was dominated 
by Communists and other ultra- 
leftists. It was only natural 
that both the Occupation auth- 
orities and the Japanese Gov- 
ernment did not want to have 
the public services infiltrated 
by outside extremists. 

Most Japanese labor unions 
are neither craft unions, nor 
industrial unions. In other 
words, they are organized with- 
in an enterprise and therefore 
are not industrywide. This pat 
tern of “employes union” is fol- 
lowed also in public services. 

That is the reason why the 
restriction, such as the one im- 
poe by the Public Corporation 

a 


bor Relations Law, was not 


immediately painful to the 
unions. But it did becoppe pain- 
ful when some officers of the 
National Railway Workers Uni- 
on and the National Railway 
Engineers Union (in 1957) and 
of the Japan Postal Workers 
Union (later in 1958) were dis- 
missed from employment on ac- 
count of illegal union activities 
tantamount to a strike prohi- 
bited by law. 
Zentei Attitude 

The management side refused 
collective bargaining on the 
ground that the unions retained 
“outsiders” as officers. In the 
case of the railway workers, a 
settlement was reached and the 
bargaining was resumed by new 
officers. 

But the Japan Postal Work- 
ers Union (Zentei) has refused 
to budge from its position. It 
has been counting upon the rati- 
fication of ILO convention &7, 
which is expected to justify 
their position. 

This attitude of Zentei has 
apparentiy displeased the Gov- 
ernment and the Liberal-Demo- 
crats. A law is a law until it is 
repealed. But Zentei officers are 
determined to hold out—just 
a few more months, so they 
seem to think. 

Under the legal revision con- 
templated by the Government, 
however, the public service em- 
ployes may not become full-time 
officers of the union, because 
they are being paid bv the em- 
ployer. Consequently, profes- 
sional unionists will be asked 
to take over as full-time officers. 

This legislation, if approved, 
will cut both ways. On the one 
hand, the employer must be 
resigned to the possibility of 
an ultraleftist grabbing the 
reins of the union leadership. 
On the other, unions must face 
the risk of their officers losing 
the support of the members. In 
an enterprise union, it may 
prove extremely difficult for an 
outsider to get the support of 
the members. 

Turning Point 

If an outsider is elected of- 
ficer of a public service em- 
ployes’ union the laws govern- 
ing the status of those employes 
do not apply to him. The same 
laws prohibit strikes but an 
outsider-officer is immune from 
punishment, That is the rea- 
son why the Government is 
planning to legislate for new 
punishments against strikes. 

At present, it is too early to 
be specific about the details of 
these legislative proposals. But 
the ratification of ILO con- 
vention 87 and the _ related 
legislation may prove a turning 
point in the Japanese labor 
movement. 

ft would be highly unfort- 
unate for this country, if the 
excess of antagonism and poli- 
tical exigencies cause both sides 
to neglect the essential problems 
attendant to the workers’ right 
to organize. The supreme con- 
sideration must be how to put 
Japan's labor movement on a 
sounder basis.

Viewpoint 


Scrambling for appropriation 
of the government budget by 
heads of ministries is an annual 
routine before the year’s budget 


is finally decided upon for pres- 
entation to the Diet. The min- 
isters who manage to grab a 
larger allocation are thought of 
as powerful and 

influential Cab- 

inet members. § 

This year the 
Education Min- 
istry has _ in- 
creased its es- 
timate toa be’ 
used for social 
education of 
women. Where- : 
as the appro- 
priation for this Rae Ee 
purpose was ¥6,360,000 in 1959 
fiscal year the allocation for this 
fiscal year has been increased 
to ¥93 million which is 14 times 
more than the amount for last 
year. 

It is customary for’ ministe- 
rial budgets presented to the 
Finance Ministry to be first 
reduced to half and then to 
have the bargaining start. For 
instance the ¥5 per child per 
day as expense for sweets for 
day nursery children request- 
ed by the Welfare Ministry 
has. been cut down to ¥3 per 
child. However, the request 
for increased appropriation for 
social education projects for 
women did not meet objections 
in. the Finance Ministry—a 
fact which proves that returns 
from investment for women 
are believed to be good for the 
ruling political party. 

The larger part of the ¥93 
million is to be used to aug- 
ment study classes for women 
voters. There are at present 
five in each prefecture spon- 
sored by the Education Minis- 
try. The number will be in- 
creased to 30 while the subsidy 
for each class will be hiked 
from the present ¥16,000 to 
¥ 40,000. 


Besides classes which are di- 
rectly supervised by the Educa- 
tion Ministry through local 
government authorities there 
are 62,704 classes conducted by 
the local education boards and 
9,688 by women's organizations. 


Out of the ¥93 million ¥10 
million has been set aside as 
subsidy fund to be granted to 
various women’s organizations, 
the largest of which is the Re- 
gional Women’s Organization 
with a membership of 7 million. 


Women voters outnumber 
male voters and therefore, the 
Liberal-Democratic Party is 
eager to obtain the support of 
female voters at the polls. 
Hence, the increase of allocation 
to bestow favors on women, 


It is a well-known fact that’ 


the choice of lecturers for 
study classes must be approved 
by the government authorities 
whenever the Government gives 
a subsidy. This tendency of 
interference by the Government 
authorities on the national and 
local level will be aggravated 
when the grant is increased. 


In many countries women’s 
organizations are subsidized by 
the Government and naturally 
they support the government 
policy. However, the situation 
is different in Japan. Organiza- 
tions which receive financial 
help from the Government are 
apt to lose their independence 
and become the cat’s paw of 
the Government. 


In the future when Japanese 
women are liberated from the 
centuries-old habit of obeying 
the authorities and have 
learned to uphold their inde- 
pendence, government subsidies 
will help enhance the activities 
of women's organizations. At 
present, however, it is better 
for the wholesome growth of 
organizations that members 
should be free from govern- 
ment influence.

MANILA (UPI)—The Philip- 
pines is a small country. 

Its 115,000 square miles of 
territory, consisting of some 
7,000 -islands, is but a minute 
part of Asia’s total area. Its 
population, lately estimated at 
24 million, is less than 1 per 
cent of the peoples of the East. 

But although small, my coun- 
try has many redeeming quali- 
ties. She is endowed by nature 
with natural resources so rich 
as to make her capable of 
sustaining even four times her 
present population. Her waters 
teem with fish, pearls and valu- 
able minerals. There is gold, 
iron, manganese in her moun- 
tains. She has lately shown 
promise of rich oil deposits. 


- Her soil is naturally fertile. Her 


mild tropical climate is con- 


ducive to growth. 


Steeped in traditions of 
freedom and democracy, the 
history of the Philippines is re- 
plete with a people’s numerous 
heroic struggles for liberty and 
human rights. He: unswerv- 
ing stand against bondage and 
oppression has justly won for 
her the world’s acclaim as the 
bastion of freedom in Asia. 


Today, the Republic of the 
Philippines is beset by manv 
problems from within and the 
constant menace of commu- 
nism from without. The well- 
being of our people, the sur- 
vival of our race, depend entire- 
ly on our ability to solve these 
problems and overcome this 
danger. 

Our greatest problems are 
those concerning economic de- 
velopment and social welfare. 
Having attained political inde- 
pendence since 1946, we have 
also to achieve economic self- 
sufficiency, economic independ- 
ence. At the same time, we 
have to retain control of our 
nation’s economy so that our 
people will receive the great- 
est benefits from our economic 
growth, as in other free and 
progressive countries. 

Realizing the magnitude and 
urgency of these problems, the 
leaders of the present admin- 
istration in the Philippines, 
since 1954, Nave exerted every 
effort toward the fullest pos- 
sible exploitation of our natural 
resources in order to increase 
our productivity, agriculturally 
as well as industrially, solve 
or at least minimize unemploy- 
ment, and obtain, if possible, 
the most equitable distribution 
of the national income. 

We have also vigorously pur 
sued a program of social, edu- 
cational and cultural develop- 


ment, in full appreciation ®f the | 


fact that a nation is only as 
sound and strong as the indi- 
viduals who compose it. 

Due to the efforts of the pres- 
ent administration, we have 
achieved some of our economic 
goals. We have become self- 


sufficient in rice and corn, our

We have augment- 
ed our international (dollar) 
reserve, thereby giving greater 
stability to our eurrency. We 
have considerably increased our 
industrial production. 

But while we are well on the 
way to solving our internal 
problems, we are not invulner- 
able to a bigger peril from with- 
out. The Communist menace is 
constant, real. Northwest of 
the Philippines, lies Communist 
China. A bit farther away is 
Soviet Russia. In many coun- 


tries around us, there are 
unending- manifestations of 
Communist penetration, intri- 


gues and plots. Our own coun- 
try has not been spared from 
Communist activities. Those at 
the head of our Government 
and our people, the great ma- 
jority of whom are devout 
Catholics, have fought off every 
possible inroad of this alien 
ideology. 

This is why our program of 
economic and social develop- 
ment is aimed at insuring the 
well-being of every Filipino 
family. We believe a happy and 
contented citizenry is our 
strongest defense against dissi- 


dence and communism and our 
best guarantee of a brighter 
tomorrow. We believe that in 
bringing about the greatest good 
to the greatest number, we are 
giving life, meaning and vigor 
to our institutions of democracy 
and freedom, and insuring the 
future of our nation. 

With this same end in view, 
we have consistently adhered to 
a foreign policy intended to 
win for us as many friends and 
allies as possible. 

We have treaties of mutual 
defense and security with the 
United States, United Kingdom, 
France, Australia, Pakistan, 
Thailand and New Zealand. 

We have treaties of friend- 
ship with 17 nations, including 
Italy, Spain, Japan, Turkey, In- 
dia, Egypt and France. 

We have trade and air service 
agreements with more than 20- 
nations including the United 
States, Japan, Belgium, _ Swit- 
zerland, the Republic of China, 
United Kingdom, India, Mexico, 
Greece, Sweden and the Nether- 
lands. 

The Philippines is a_ full- 
fledged member in good stand- 
ing of the United Nations, a 
powerful organization for world 
peace and understanding. 

The Republic of the Philip- 
pines, as the bastion of free- 
dom in Asia, deserves every en- 
couragement and support from 
all nations of the democratic 
bloc. The United States, more 
than any other country, realizes 
this fact. It is to the mutual 
benefit of both nations that 
their present ties of understand- 
ing and friendship continue. 
that the bonds of brotherhood 
forged on the battlefields of Ea- 
rope and Asia—in France, in 
the Philippines, Bataan and 
Corregidor, and _ in Korea 
are constantly renewed and 
strengthened. 

Against a background of 
problems and perils, the Fili- 
pino people faces the future 
with courage and confidence. 
The future beckons to them 
with bright promise. Thev 
look forward to the day when 
their republic will play a more 
important role in the concert 
of free nations, the Filipinos 
are equipping and preparing 
themselves for that eventualitv 
—politically, economically and 
culturally—so that when it 
comes, they will not then be 
found wanting.
